Meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  Vice  President  Post. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  March  meeting.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  his  activities  since  the  last  meeting: 

-  Met  with  the  C.L.C.'s  and  Vice  Presidents  in  various  areas. 

Has  met  with  North  Shore  and  Worcester  C.L.C.'s  so  far  and  will  be 
meeting  in  the  Lawrence/Haverhill  area  next. 

-  Attended  the  Utility  Workers  meeting  and  gave  the  message  on  Workers 
Comp. 

-  Attended  meeting  with  Lois  Pines  re:  promoting  International  tourism 
here  in  Boston. 

-  Attended  meeting  of  Maritime  Council.   Explained  the  plans  to  form  a 
union  company  "American  Tuna"  and  urged  support  of  this  company  when  it  becomes  a 
reality.   It  will  consist  of  union  fishermen  and  packers  of  tuna. 

-  Attended  the  Histadrut  dinner  honoring  the  Governor. 

-  Participated  in  a  rally  of  SEIU  workers  and  the  President  praised  Vice 
President  Mills  for  her  efforts  here. 

-  Attended  the  Local  2222 's  Stewards  dinner. 

-  Attended  the  I.U.D.  meeting 

-  Went  to  Suffolk  Law  School  at  the  request  of  Senate  President 
Bulger  to  address  the  student  body  on  the  subject  of  unions. 

-  Talked  to  the  Worcester  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  the  request 
of  Senator  D'Amico. 
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-  Attended  the  Northeast  Council  meeting. 

-  Attended  the  Steelworkers  Conference  on  the  Cape,  the 
Building  Trades  Convention  and  the  50th  Anniversary  of 
the  Newspaper  Guild . 

Pres .  Osborn  discussed  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  awards  —  the  Councils  award  went 
to  Bob  Haynes  of  the  Ironworkers.   Advised  the  Council  that  Joe  O'Donnell  is 
talking  of  retiring  and,  as  yet,  a  replacement  has  not  been  named. 

Pres.  Osborn  addressed  the  Council  regarding  the  Coors  Beer  situation  and 
mentioned  that  word  has  come  down  that  Peter  Coors  wants  to  debate  him.   We  met 
with  success  at  the  U.  of  Mass  Amherst  students  meeting  —  Coors  is  now  boycotted 
at  that  location. 

Pres.  Osborn  noted  that  it  was  a  busy  month  at  the  State  House  —  he  testified  on 
the  following:   Minimum  Wage,  VDT's,  Prevailing  Wage  and  Workers  Comp. 

Much  discussion  followed  on  these  hearings. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  would  be  attending  the  Regional  Conference  in 
Providence,  R.I.,  on  April  28th  and  29th,  and  from  there  he  and  Sec.Treas. 
Carpenter  would  travel  in  a  van  with  Sec.  Treas.  Donahue  to  Lowell  and 
Springfield.   Pres.  Kirkland  plans  to  travel  to  Maine. 

Pres.  Osborn  outlined  plans  for  Community  Services  to  hold  a  summer  conference  at 
University  of  Mass.  Amherst  from  July  8th  to  13th.  Labor  Liaison  people,  Vice 
Presidents  and  others  would  be  invited. 

The  President  discussed  the  Democratic  Issues  Convention  on  May  18th  and  advised 
that  a  preliminary  meeting  will  be  held  this  Saturday  in  Waltham. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  plans  for  the  Gompers-Murray-Meany  Seminar  are  well 
underway  and  urged  participation.   He  said  Techology  was  a  big  issue  at  this 
conference. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  at  length  the  endorsement  procedure  of  the  Council.   Much 
discussion  followed  on  this  issue. 

Vice  Pres.  Mills  asked  that  the  Council  direct  effort  to  the  matter  of  doctors' 
refusal  to  care  for  people  on  Medicaid,  a  bill  that  did  not  come  out  favorably. 
Pres.  Osborn  said  that  we  went  to  the  Rate  Setting  Committee  and  the  Central  Labor 
Councils  to  keep  this  issue  in  the  forefront. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   So  voted. 

Vice  Pres.  Farmer  noted  that  with  regard  to  the  Prevailing  Wage  issue,  Doran  from 
Lexington  challenged  us  and  he  let  everyone  know  that  he  defeated  us.  We  have  to 
get  the  word  out  so  that  there  will  not  be  a  recurrence  of  this. 

MMS  for  Council  to  participate  in  a  Workers  Comp.  Seminar  in  Vermont.   So  voted. 


SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Financial  report  noted . 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  outlined  his  activities  over  the  past  month: 

-  The  ad  book  is  completed.   $20,000  has  been  collected  to 
date  and  there  is  a  possibility  of  another  $2,000  or  more. 
This  should  be  ready  for  the  Gompers-Murray  Seminar. 

-  A  delegation  from  the  German  Unions  came  to  Boston  and  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  hosted  them.   He  arranged  for  them  to 
meet  with  the  Governor  and  President  of  the  Senate, 

also  with  Sec.  Treas.  Tom  Donahue  and  Senator  Kennedy  when 
they  went  to  Washington. 

-  Attended  the  Steelworkers  Convention  on  the  Cape. 

-  Attended  the  Northeast  Council  meeting.   Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter 
advised  that  we  will  be  hosting  this  meeting  in  July. 

-  Testified  on  several  bills  with  President  Osborn. 

-  Attended  Mass.  Maritime  Council  meeting.   Advised  that  Joe  Corrigan  is 
being  transferred  to  Honolulu. 

-  Attended  meetings  on  the  Lawrence  and  Lowell  Labor  museum. 
Financing  for  this  project  discussed. 

-  Attended  meeting  on  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  Medical  East. 

-  Attended  the  Histadrut  dinner  for  the  Governor  and  also  the  Democratic 
Committee  dinner. 

-  Spoke  at  the  Building  Trades  Convention  on  the  Cape. 

-  Attended  the  Stewards  Banquet  for  local  2222  and  noted  that  this  is  a 
very  worthwhile  event. 

-  Went  to  Fall  River  on  the  Plant  Closing  Law. 

-  Attended  the  I.U.D.  meeting  run  by  Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Heffernan. 

-  Attended  the  Harvard  Trade  graduation. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  updated  the  Council  on  the  situation  wherein  Hanson  Printing 
Co.  was  suing  the  Council  over  a  bill  for  printing.   This  was  settled  out  of 
court . 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  purchase  of  a  building  for  Council 
headquarters  is  still  pending  and  he  will  report  on  this  as  soon  as  any  decision 
is  made.   He  said  the  Council  is  in  the  running  of  the  final  six. 


The  Secretary-Treasurer  is  assisting  in  the  establishment  of  a  statewide  United 
Way  Labor  Liaison  and  has  polled  the  C.L.C.'s  on  this.   Will  report  further  on 
this  as  soon  as  he  talks  with  V.P.  Joyce. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  mentioned  the  Irish-American  Labor  Coalition  Dinner  which  is 
slated  for  June  13th  and  urged  participation.  He  advised  that  last  year  money  was 
raised  for  12  children  from  Ireland  to  vacation  on  Cape  Cod. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  discussed  a  motion  passed  at  the  Executive  Officers  meeting 
wherein  the  past  Executive  Officers  would  receive  a  complimentary  room  at  both  the 
annual  convention  and  the  Gompers-Murray  Seminar.   He  outlined  the  cost  to  the 
Council  for  this  and  advised  that  it  would  mean  an  increase  of  $4.45  per  person 
for  the  convention  and  $7.76  per  person  for  Gompers . 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  introduced  a  guest,  John  McKeon,  Pres .  of  AFGE,  who  came  to  the 
meeting  with  Daniel  Kearney,  AFGE  vice  president.   John  spoke  to  the  Council 
regarding  the  closing  of  the  Labor  office  in  Massachusetts  and  the  transferring  of 
it  to  New  York.    He  explained  the  consequences  of  this  action  and  urged  everyone 
to  write  to  their  legislators  to  protest  this. 

Pres.  Osborn  said  the  Council  has  already  done  this  and  he  asked  that  the 
affiliates  do  the  same.   Also,  he  plans  to  send  out  another  mailing  to  request  the 
affiliates  to  write. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  Meeting.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Dir .  Foley  advised  that  all  bills  assigned  to  Committee  had  to  have  had  action 
passed  on  them  by  April  24th  which  required  a  lot  of  work  on  his  part  over  the 
past  week  and  a  half  trying  to  get  them  out.   He  advised  that  on  one  day  last  week 
in  Commerce  &  Labor  there  were  372  bills  put  through  in  3  hours  and  15  minutes. 

Dir.  Foley  reported  that  the  Minimum  Wage  Bill  and  the  Personnel  Records  Bill  came 
out  favorably  on  the  House  side.  He  said  the  Boston  Globe  has  chosen  to  highlight 
this  bill  and  will  be  following  it  up  through  the  year.  This  will  be  an  important 
labor  bill  and  Dir.  Foley  advised  he  feels  that  we  will  win  this  fight. 

On  the  VDT  bill,  a  sub-committee  has  been  formed  and  an  extension  was  granted 
until  about  the  third  Wednesday  in  August. 

On  the  Prevailing  Wage  bill,  Dir.  Foley  reported  on  the  hearing  that  took  place 
earlier  in  the  week  in  which  this  bill  was  reported  "ought  not  to  pass." 

The  bill  for  the  Carpenters  (MIFA  Agencies)  came  out  favorably  and  this  is 
scheduled  for  next  week. 

Dir.  Foley  advised  that  things  have  changed  in  that  now  the  committee  members  have 
more  influence.   It  is  necessary  to  put  pressure  on  all  members  of  the  committee. 
In  the  past  the  chairmen  of  the  committees  carried  more  clout. 


On  the  Columbus  Day  openings,  Dir .  Foley  advised  that  this  was  turned  around  9  to 
6. 

Dir.  Foley  urged  the  locals  to  get  more  involved  with  representatives  in  their 
respective  districts.   He  suggested  that  the  Council  consider  putting  a  seminar 
together  to  explain  just  how  this  process  works.   The  Director  advised  that  there 
seems  to  be  less  and  less  union  participation  at  the  State  House. 

The  Director  advised  that  a  printout  sheet  will  be  going  out  soon  and  this  will 
show  just  where  the  bills  are. 

Director  Foley  explained  that  he  met  with  John  Lewis  and  John  Burton  in  an  effort 
to  put  out  a  Workers  Comp  bill.   They  got  an  extension  until  the  third  Wednesday 
in  June.   Some  time  in  September  the  bill  is  expected  to  go  to  the  floor. 

Dir.  Foley  noted  that  the  word  processor  is  a  great  help  in  keeping  everyone 
updated  as  to  the  status  of  the  bills. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  indicated  that  he  is  concerned  that  the  Council  needs  to  participate 
more  —  more  visibility  is  needed  at  the  State  House.   He  suggested  that  the 
Council  hold  a  breakfast  for  unions  who  can  participate  in  this  lobbying  effort. 
Suggested  that  a  person  be  designated  to  go  to  the  State  House  one  day  a  week. 

Discussion  followed  on  this  matter  of  getting  representatives  from  every  union 
involved  —  he  suggested  that  locals  have  a  union  meeting  and  invite  their 
representative. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  agreed  with  Dir.  Foley.   He  advised  that  when  he  and  Pres. 
Osborn  first  took  office,  he  called  a  lobbyist  meeting  and  ten  or  twelve  people 
were  assigned  to  work  full  or  part  time  to  cover  the  action  at  the  State  House. 
The  Sec.-Treas.  felt  that  Mr.  Foley  would  be  pleased  to  have  this  representation 
on  the  hill. 

Discussion  followed  with  V.P.  Mills  agreeing  that  the  Director  deserved  and  needed 
some  assistance  at  the  State  House  to  demonstrate  that  Labor  is  making  the  various 
legislative  bills  top  priority.   She  said  she  felt  more  communication  is  needed 
from  the  Council  to  the  locals  as  to  just  what  bills  are  coming  up  and  when. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Evers  agred  with  V.P.  Mills  and  he  felt  that  more  meetings  might 
be  helpful  with  the  designated  representatives  of  the  unions  so  that  they  can  zero 
in  on  what  bills  are  up  at  the  State  House,  which  are  anti-labor. 

V.P.  Mahar  was  in  agreement  and  felt  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  invite 
legislators  to  union  meetings  for  short  exchanges. 

MMS  to  have  a  breakfast  with  the  union  leadership  who  have  full  or  part  time 
people  at  the  State  House.   So  voted. 

Secretary  of  Labor  Paul  Eustace  introduced  Frank  Keefe,  Administration  and 
Finance,  to  the  Council.   Mr.  Keefe  spoke  at  length  on  Massbank  and  the  Unitary 
Tax.   He  explained  the  purpose  of  Massbank  which  is  to  create  a  fund  which  would 
not  be  susceptible  to  invasion  by  the  annual  budget  process.   The  money  would 
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always  be  there  yearly  for  construction  projects. 

Much  discussion  followed  on  this  matter. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  the  Council  was  in  agreement  for  Massbank  but  that 
the  situation  of  unitary  tax  was  complex.   He  said  this  would  be  studied  with 
reference  to  what  was  best  for  the  state  and  the  rank  and  file.   He  asked  for 
literature  in  layman's  terms  to  go  to  the  membership  with.   Mr.  Keefe  said  he 
would  leave  a  series  of  five  fact  sheets  on  Massbank. 

Mr.  Keefe  said  that  time  is  critical  and  the  end  of  May  would  be  somewhat  of  a 
deadline  for  Massbank. 

MMS  that  the  President  or  Chairman  of  I.U.D.  call  a  meeting  with  the  industrial 
trade  unions,  that  both  sides  be  presented  —  the  Governor's  side,  the  National 
AFL/CIO  being  opposed  to  Water's  Edge  —  that  the  problems  be  presented  and  a 
solution  to  be  recommended  at  our  next  Council  meeting.   Also,  that  Exec.  Vice 
Pres.  Evers  be  invited  to  the  meeting.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  refer  communications  to  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Evers  discussed  the  upcoming  vacancy  that  will  be  created  by  Tip 
O'Neill's  leaving.   He  has  asked  the  Building  Trades  Council  not  to  make  an 
endorsement.   Discussion  followed  on  this  subject. 

V.P.  Alman  discussed  a  strike  by  ILG  workers  at  Avon  Furnishings  in  Jamaica  Plain, 

Said  at  this  point  he  was  not  going  to  ask  for  help  and  they  would  try  to  handle 

at  their  level.   He  indicated  that  if  he  needed  help  from  Council,  he  would 
advise. 

V.P.  Post  advised  the  Council  that  the  Norfolk  Central  Labor  Council  endorsed 
Joanne  Condon  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Quincy.
